Dan 
Simms. special assistant U. S. district 
attorney directed the 
investigation 


work. 


All the men are said .to be active 


in one so-called central competitive 
field, which embraced Indiana. Illi- 
nois. Ohio and western Pennsylvania. 


More than one-half of the defend- 


ants are said to be mine operators. 


Ten overt acts are^charged against 


the coal men in the indictment which 
contains eighteen counts. It is under- 
stood that many of the

With this information it 
was set forth that the miners' union 
officials had violated the injunction 
issued by the court and that there 
were indications that a conspiracy to 
violate the Lever act might be traced 
far beyond the officers of the United 
Mine Workers and "the mine workers 
themselves.

The information set out the alleged 


acts of the defendants and others, 
showing that the injunction had not 
only been disobeyed, but that the 
Lever act had been and was then be- 
ing violated. 
Judge Anderson instructed the jury 


to inquire into all those matters ami 
also to investigate the "defiant atti- 
tude" toward the laws as indicated by 
the leaders of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America after they were en- 
joined and were manda'ted to can- 
cel the strike order.

The compromise reservation lo article 


X in the peace league which has been 
prepare*' by Sen. YVatson. Republican, 
and indorsed by Sen. Simmons, ofi'ers. we 
believe, a practical method for adjusting 
the differences which have threatened lo 
make the controversy over this section of 
the covenant insuperable. Reservations 
dealing with the rest of the covenant have 
been disposed of and Ihe senate is now 
face to face with the crucial issue which 
is lo determine whether the treaty is to 
be ratified and put up to the president 
for acceptance. The Watson-Simmons 
reservation lo article X is as follows: 


The United States assumes no obligations to 


employ its military or naval 
forces, 
its 
re- 


sources, or any form of economic discrimination 
to preserve tlie territorial integrity or political 
independence of any other country or in inter- 
fere in controversies between nations, whether 
members of the league or not, under the pro- 
visions oDarticle X. or to employ the military 
or naval forces of the'United States, under any 
article of the treaty for any purpose, unless in 
anv uarticular case the congress, in the exercise 
of full liberty of action; shall "lly'Vct or joint 
resolution so provide. 


This compromise is a distinct improve- 


ment over the Lodge proposal. Whereas 
the latter in effect eliminates article X of 
the covenant the Watson-Simmons reser- 
vation leaves the moral obligations of ar- 
ticle X unchanged and in full force. The 
United Stales would commit itself jn 
principle to Ihe preservation of the terri- 
torial integrity and political independ- 
ence of each and every signatory. It 
would take its stand with Ihe rest of the 
free nations against the doctrine of con- 
quest and against aggression upon the 
sovereignly and territory of other na- 
tions. 


In our judgment this goes lo Ihe heart 


of Ihe matter so far as practical consid- 
erations are concerned. It is a notice to 
Ihe world that the United Slates has af- 
filiated itself with Ihe great democracies 
to forever prevent militarism and con- 
quest Trom again arising to menace free 
inslilutions., This moral understanding 
and union constitutes, we think, the chief 
value and the potency of the league. The 
nations bonded together for this purpose 
represent, and in all probability always 
will represent, so heavy a preponderance 
of power that their moral commitments 
and policies will be irresistible. The great 
thing thai is needed is to pronounce Ihe 
judgment, ""thou shall nol do so and so 
except a I your own peril. This declara- 
tion', supported by the fact thai there is 
ample force to back it up. would consti- 
lule a lasling deterrent upon war lords, 
autocrats and others disposed lo chal- 
lenge it. 


The 
Watson-Simmons 
compromise 


leaves lo Ihe congress full authority to 
say whether, to what extent, and under 
what circumstances, the Unilcd Stales 
shall employ its armed forces or econom- 
ic measures in the enforcement of article 
X. This in realily is no more Ihan a 
recognition of Ihe constilulional prerog- 
atives of congress. While it is-'conceiva- 
ble that without this reservation the pres- 
ident through the American representa- 
tive in the league council might commit 
the United Stales lo war and the employ- 
ment of its armed forces without action 
by congress, il would a I the worst repre- 
sent no more than a moral obligation. 
The war could nol be declared without 
a formal declaration by congress and it 
is impossible that any president would 
ever consent lo or recommend American 
indorsement of action taken by Ihe 
league council except wilh Ihe full knowl- 
edge thai il had Ihe approval of congress 
and was in fact Ihe will of Ihe nation.

United Slates should be entirely 


willing to stand with the signatories of 
Ihe Irealy for Ihe making of all future 
wars of conquest impossible. 
11 is She 


greatest single force for insuring Ibis 
high purpose. Il can do Ibis consistently, 
and to our mind eflVclively, by ratifica- 
tion of the covenant wilh Ihe Walson- 
Simmons compromise, which il seems lo 
us in realily is limited lo Ihe character 
of an inlerprelalivc reservation.

Fishwives and IJoils 


A l)oil is a little one-cylinder ab- 


scess. 
It is an infection of a hair- 


follicle or root hole with staphyloc- 
occi. 
Staphyloco'cci are germs com- 


monly found on the surface of the 
cleanest skins, and capable of pro- 
ducing inflammation and formation 
of pus when they invade the tissues 
of the 'body. 
The hair follicle dips 


down through the true skin into the 
loose subcutaneous tissue, and the 
looseness thereof probably accounts 
for the tendency towards the accu- 
mulation of inflammatory 
exudate 


about the bottom of the root hole, 
which is to say a boil. 


The first boil is a matter of ill 


luck. 
Some trifling abrasion, even 


a slight prolonged friction by a rag- 
ged collar or a rough or tight neck- 
hand, serves to open a portal of en- 
trance for the 
staphylococci. 
But 


the second, third and 'teenth boils 
arc matters of ignorance and mal- 
treatment, as a general rule. The vic- 
tim's .fingers touch Boil One inquisi- 
tively, and thence convey a few mil- 
lion staphylococci to fresh 
ground 


for Boil Two. 
Or the dirty dressing 


(surgically unclean) is the medium 
for the transplantation. Or portions 
of clothing contaminated 
with -the 


virulent sta.phylococci 
from 
Boil 


One (even before there is a visible 
discharge of pus) rub tin; neighbor- 
ing skin and inoculate it repeatedly. 
Or Ihe ideal culture medium for pus- 
producing germs—poultice material 
—serves the purpose of maintaining 
a more or less constant crop. 


Few salves or ointments which ig- 


norant people 
consider 
"healing" 


will not convey virulent 
infection 


from one point on the skin to an- 
other point nearby. 


It is scarcely necessary lo mention 


the infection-favoring possibilities of 
the various filthy substances which 
fishwives advise victims of boils to 
apply. 
In short, the 
popular 
supersti- 


tions concerning the 
nature 
and 


treatment of a boil turn a tremen- 
dous amount of monev into the poc- 
kets of physicians in the long run/I 
do not mean to imply that this has 
anything to do with the fact that 
now and then even a physician ac- 
quiesces in the poulticing of a boil. 


A poultice, when properly made 


and applied, 
furnishes 
heat

78 cases were reported to the In- 
dustrial Commission in which settle- 
ments were made for treble compen- 
sation to minors .injured while em- 
ployed in violation of the child labor 
law. 
Tables prepared by the statis- 


tical department 
of the commission 


show that in these 78 cases the regu- 
lar compensation 
amounted to $13.- 


175.9-1, and the increased compensation 
to §2<v5!)2.57, an average of $338.33. 
In one case the increased compen- 
sation amounted to .si.833.3r>. and there 
were six other cases in which the in- 
creased compensation for violation of 
the child labor law exceeded $1.000. 
At the beginning ol the year there 
were still pending •]'.) case:; in which 
the question of treble compensation 
for violation of the child labor law is 
involved. Jn one of these cases a set- 
tlement has recently been reported to 
the commission, for the payment of a 
total of srt.OOO. to a boy in Milwaukee 
who was very seriously injured while 
employed at an employment prohibit- 
ed to children of his age by the laws 
of the state. 
Of this total $G.iH»0 re- 


presents the increase to which the boy 
became entitled because he was ille- 
gally employed. In cases of this; kind 
the increased compensation must \>» 
paid by the employer, and cannot be 
paid by the insurance carrier, unless 
the employer is insolvent. 


The provisions of the child labor 


law regarding treble compensation to 
minors illegally employed was recent- 
ly held to be valid 
by the supremo 


court of the stale in the case of Uren- 
ner vs. Industrial commission. Thin 
provision occurs only in the compen- 
sation act of Wisconsin. 
It was in- 


cluded in the Wisconsin law in 1917 
at tho suggestion of a representative 
of one of the largest employers' as- 
sociations of the state. This sugges- 
tion was made because prior to that 
time the supreme couit had held in 
the Ste-tz case that it was gross neg- 
ligence for an employer to employ a 
minor of permit age without a permit. 
It had afso held that the compensa- 
tion act diil not apply to such an ille- 
gally employed minor, and that the 
amount of damages which he mh:lit 
recover depended entirely upon what 
the jury and court regarded as reas- 
onable. To escape from the uncertain- 
ties -of.*lus situation, ail minors wore 
placed under the 
compensation act, 


but minors illegally employed were 
allowed three limes tho regular com- 
pensation, which was estimated to be 
equal to the average damages, which 
juries would, allow in suits'at conn 
mori' law.' less' attorney's fees. 


In addition to the data showing the 


amount 
of increased 
compensation 


paid in cases involving violations of 
the child labor law. the statistical de- 
partment of the Industrial 
commis- 


sion has also prepared tables showing 
the number of cases 
settled up to 


January 1. 3020. in which the com- 
pensation w»s increased by 35% be- 
cause the accident 
was due to the 


failure of the employer to comply with 


safety 
requirement 
of the state. 


There were l"2 such cases, and the
